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The Britain-Japan Agreement. 

Below is reproduced the text of the 
agreemen* recently signed on behalf 
of Great Britain and Japan by Lord 
Lansdowne and Hayashi, Envoy Ex- 
traordinary from the Japanese em- 
peror lo Great Britain; : 

The governments of Great Britain 
and Japan, actuated solely by a desire 
to maintain the status quo and gen- 
eral peace in the extreme east, being 
moreover, specially interested in main- 
taining the independence and_terri- 
torial integrity of the empire of China 
and the empire of Corea, and in secur- 
ing equal opportunities in those coun- 
tries for the commerce and industry 
of all nations, hereby agree as fol- 
lows; 

Article '.—The high contracting par- 
ties, having mutually recognized the 
independence of China and of Corea, 


Our Raiiways and Canals. 


The report of the department of rail- 
ways and canals jor the last fiscal year 
has been published. The report deals 
with the -ailways directly controlled 
fay, the governmyt and also thore 
toward the -unstruction of which sub- 
sidies have been granted or authoriz- 

The government maintains three 
lines of railway; The Intercolcnial, 
the Windsor branch, and the Prince 
fdward Island railway. ‘The ‘gross 
earnings for the year ot these roads 
amounted to $5,213,381.24, an increase 
of $439,219.37 over the record of the 
previous year. The working expenses 
were $5,739,051.54, an increase of $1,- 
673,823.48. 

The most interesting portion of the 
report for Northern Alberta readers 
is that dealing with the survey made 
from) Edmonton to Teslin lake in con- 
nection with the proposed railway to 
the Yukon. The report says; 

“During the seasons of 1898, 1899 
and 1900, in accordance with parlia- 
mentary provisions, surveying parties 
have been engaged in the work of en- 
deavoring to tind a feasible route for 
a railway, on Canadian territory en- 
tirely, to give communication with the 
Yukon district from a point on an 
existing Canadiar railway, and also 
from a Canadian port on the Pacific

western prices, would bring the cost of 
building this 150 miles to about $4,-

Winnipeg Telegram; Usip Sialomon, 
the Galician farmer who was arrested 
on the charge of murdering his wife, 
and who was brought to the provincial 
jail last Saturday, has confessed. 

The terrible details of the crimie 
were told after Salomon’s arrival here, 
and J. Hillyard Leach, who has been 
retained by the prosecution, is respon- 
sible for the announcement that the 
brutal foreigner has told enough of his 
terrible deed to hang him.

A By-law to provide for raising the 
sum of $: 0,600 to be expended in pur- 
chasing the plant and other property 
of the Edmonton Electric Lighting 
and Power Comgany, Limited, and 
in extending ihe operation of the 
plant. 


Whereas, the Municipal Council! of 
the Town of Edmonton deem it exyedi- 
ent to establish a system of electric 
lighting fori the Muloicipality, as ~ 
Municipal Public Work, under the 
powers conferred upon the Municipal- 
ity by the Municipai Ordinance (C. O. 
1898 c. 70), the Edmonton Municipal 
Public Works Ordinance (Ord. 1900 
c. 35), and the Ordinance to incor- 
porate the Town of Edmionton (Ord. 
1891-92 No. 7 as amended by Ord. 
1900 c. 36); 

AND WHEREAS, subject to the fin- 
al passing of this By-Law, the Muni- 
cipal Council on behalf of the Muni- 
cipality has agreed to purchase, and 
The Edmonton Electric Lighting and 
iyower Company has agreed tp sell 
the whole of the Comrany’s land, 
buildings and plant, and good will, 
for the sum of $13,500; 

AND WHEREAS, the Company’s 
said plant is insufficient to meet the 
present requirements of the Munici- 
pality and the residents therein, and 
it is therefore expedient to raise an 
additional eum of $16,500 for the rur- 
pose of adding to and extending the 
operations of the said system of elec- 
tric lighting, making on the whole the 
sum of $30,000 which the Municipal 
council proposes to borrow for the pur- 
poses aforesaid; 

AND WHEREAS, ot is exrpedienit 
that the said proposed indebtedness 
of $30,000 should be payable during 
the period of twenty years from the 
date upon which this By-Law is to 
take effect and. should bear interest 
att a rate not exceeding four rer cent. 
per annum and either (1) that the same 
should be repayablein such manner 
that each instalment of principal and 
interest shall be equal in each year of 
the said reriod of twenty years; or (2) 
that the principal should be repay- 
able at the end of twenty years from 
the said date (provision being made for 
the repayment thereof by the creation 
of an equal annual sinking fund), and 
the interest annually. 

AND WHEREAS, the amount of the 
whole rateable property in the Munici- 
pality according to the last revised 
Assessment Roll is $1,395,912.00; 

AND WHEREAS, the total amount 
of the debt of the Municipality out- 
side of the debt due for the current 
expenses of the year is $60,391.72, 
whereof no part is in arrear; 

And whereas, 't is expedient that 
this By-Law should take effect on tie 
idth April next; 

NOW THEREFORE, the Municipal 
Council of the Town of Edmonton, duly 
assembled, enact as follows; 

(1) The Mayor and Secretary-Treas- 
urer of the Town of Edmonton are 
hereby authorized and empowered to 
borrow on behalf of the Municipality 
a sum or sums of money not exceed- 
ing in the aggregate the sum of $30,- 
000 and to issue one or more deben- 
tures of the Municipality for such sum 
or sums so bornowwed. 

(2) Of the said sum of $390,000 so “%o 
be borrowed, the sum of $13,500 is here- 
by .appropriated tor the purppse of 
paying the purchase price of the en- 
tire land, buildicgs and plant and 
good will of The Edmonton Electric 
Lighting and Power Company, Limit- 
ed, and the residue of $16,500 for the 
pursose of adding to wnd extending 
the operation of the said system of 
electric lighting. 

(3) The said indebtedness shall be 
paid durini a period of twenty years 
from the date upon which this By-Law 
takes effect, and shall bear interest at 
a rate not exceeding four per cent. per 
annum, and shall, as the Mayor and 
Sitcretfary-Treastfrer Shall deem ex 
pedient, be repayable either (1) in 
such manner that each instalmeni of 
principal and interest shall be equal 
in each year of the said period of 
twenty years; or (2) in such manner 
that the principal shall be paid at the 
end of the said period of twenty years 
(an equal annual sum by way of sink- 
ing fund being raised annually during 
the said period sufficient to meet the 
principal at maturity) and the inter- 
est thereon yearly. 

(4) During the currency of the said 
indebtedness there shall be raised an- 
nually by special general rate on all 
the rateable property in the Munici- 
pality, at the same time and in the 
same manner as the ordinary 
general Municipal taxes a sum suf- 
ficient to meet the amount of the an- 
nual instalments of principal and in- 
terest, or the amount of the equal 
annual sinking fund and the annual 
interest, as the case may be, pay- 
able in each year in respect of the 
enid indebtedness or such part there- 
of as shall not be met by the revenus 
derived from the said system of elec- 
tric lighting. 

(5) This By-Law shall take effect 
on the 15th April next. 

(6) The votes of the Electors for and 
against this By-Law ‘shall be taken 
at the Council Chamber in the Fire 
Hall, in the Town of Edmonton, on 
Saturday, the 29ih day of March, 1902, 
between the hours of 9 a. m. and 5 
p. m. 

(7) George Johnstone Kinnuird is 
hereby appointed Returning Officer, 
and St. George Jellett Deputy Return- 
Officer to take the votes at the t:me 
and place aforesaid. 

(8) The said Council Chamber at th> 
hour of 5:30 p. m. of the said 29th 
March, 1902, is hereby fixed as the 
place and time where and when the 
Returnirg Officer sha'! sum up the 
number of votes given for or against 
this By-Law.

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THE TWINE SiTUATION. 

Local dealers are disposed to regard 
the outlook for binder twine prices in 
an unfavorable aspect. ‘The present 
wholesale prices range from 3c to 4c 
higher than at this season last year. 
Between February and harvest time 
last year the wholesale prices advanced 
11-2c ger lb. and they now stand ata 
further advance of 11-2c over this 
price. Twine which three years ago 
could be secured for 51-2c, wholesale, 
caneot now be obtained for 1c. 

During the past few years there has 
been a scarcity of raw materials and 
this has left the market more capable 
of the manipulation of cembines of 
manufacturers. 

There is at present no indication of 
a decrease in price before the harvest 
Feason, Throughout “he west the 
acreage sown to grain this year will 
be largely in advance of the grainarea 
of last year and should favorabie cli- 
matic conditions prevail the demand 
for twine will be proportionately 
greater. This would tend to stiffen 
rather than re'ax the prtice. On the 
other hand the failure of a crop in 
any of the grain producing regions of 
America might throw a surp!us on the 
market and depress the prices accord- 
ing'y.
